NOTIFICATION 

G.S.R. 3 (E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 9A of the Aircraft Act, 1934 (22 of 1934), the 
Central Government, being of opinion that it is necessary 
and expedient so to do for the safety of aircraft operations, 
hereby directs that— 

( 1 ) no building or structure shall be constructed or er¬ 
ected, or no tree shall be planted, on any land with¬ 
in the limits specified in Annexure I to this notifica¬ 
tion from the aerodrome reference point of the 
aerodrome at Trivandrum (geographical location 
082840N, 765515E), and where there is any buil¬ 
ding, structure or tree on such land, the owner or 
the person having control of such building, struc¬ 
ture or tree shall demolish such building or struc¬ 
ture or, as the case may be, cut such tree forth¬ 
with but not later than a period of one month from 
the date of publication of this notification in the 
Official Gazette; 

(ii) no building or structure higher than the height 
specified in Annexure II to this notification shall 
be constructed or erected, or no tree which is 
likely to grow or ordinarily grows higher than such 
height specified in the said Annexure II, shall be 
planted, on any land within a radius of twenty 
kilometres from the aerodrome reference point of 
the aerodrome at Trivandrum excluding the land 
covered by Annexure I to this notification, and 
where the height of any building or structure or 
tree on such land is higher than the height specified 
in the said Annexure II, the owner or the person 
having control of such building, structure or tree 
shall forthwith but not later than a period of one 
month from the date of publication of this notifica¬ 
tion in the Official Gazette, reduce the height there¬ 
of so as not to exceed the specified height 


The land enclosed in approach funnels of all runways with 
a maximum distance of 304.80 metres, measured from each 
y unway end along extended centreline of the runway, and 
the land enclosed in a belt of 30.48 metres width outside Ihc 
opcralionul boundary of the aerodrome. 

Note 1, In this Annexure, “approach funnel” means the 
area in trie shape of an isosceles trapezium having the lougei 
parallel side of length 4724.4 metres (2362,2 metres on 
cither side of the extended centreline of the runway) and 
smaller parallel side of 152.4 metres (76.2 metres on either 
side of ihe extended centreline of the runway), where the 
smaller and longer parallel sides are placed at distance of 
60.9 metres and 15301 metres, respectively, fro m the end of 
the runway and at right angles to the exlended confrelmc. 

Note 2. In this Annexure, “operational boundary” means 
an aica enclosed between parallel lines at a distance of 
152.4 metres on either side of the centreline of the runways 
or 30.4 metres from the boundary fencing of the aerodrom, 
whichever is greater.
